The "Company's Act" waa paasod in 
1881. The general Act in 1879~two 
yoara provioualy. The expreaaiun in the 
General Act 1879, "nor shall any thing in 
either act authoriza tho taking of land 
without the cjiiaont, &c. ," cannot prevent 
tho parliament uf u iii/Mi-ipo:/*/ /leriod legia- 
latiiig otherwise if it so chooaos. Did it 
liu cliooae/ The legislation with reference 
to thu Canadian Pacific Railway was ex- 
ct-ptionully special. froM its coiamunce-' 
inont. its construction waa admittud to 
ha a national necessity, compelled by 
treaty. Its boiny brought to the Baoific 
seaboard might fill that treaty, — but it v.na 
necessary to ofl'or extraordinary indiice- 
inents to (lartici tn undertaka tho con - 
tract to briiin it to tho aeaboard. The 
prollcied gitta of land and money worn 
ud: autlioient . It waa a great ijiioatiou 
^vhothor anyone would undertake it, 
and a gruvur onu whether it would pay if 
undertaken. It was therefore oecesssry 
to grant extraordinary powers to enable 
the company to draw vitality from any 
and every i|iiai'ler, and tho i-lth [lara- 
graph Booma to Imvo been framed 
to bring in fni{}ic from "iiuy ix.iut 
jioint.i icithin the Urritorij of the Lhnn- 
itiioii." The main line was defined by 
Bub-divisiuni or seotiona from point to 
point. The branch lines are undeflned, 
ntarlini4 only from a point or point.-i on 
t'u> main line, uiiliiiiiteil as to direction, 
distance, or course, save only that they 
ahuuld be within tho Uoniiniiii. 
How c'uild the parliament hive used 
thooe Bpecihc terms — if it intended that 
a couple of ai|b-seotions of a pre-existing 
act should ponder thom entirely nugatory/ 
tor if those sub aectiona were a[iplio»hle 
one man or ono municip-ility on a branch 
I lino from a terminus — ^thu latter by ro- 
fusing to part with his land— or the 
former to give ita .lanotion by a bylaw - - 
iiiiL^lit jiaralyzo tho construction of the 
niiiiii line by destroying an important 
inducement to conatruot it.

If 
the Parliament has plainlv declarod it that 
is suffiolent. The Parliamout uf Canada is 
and ought to be Hoprotue iu the manage- 
ment of the pnblie iitl'.iirs within ita own 
Domiaion.

GLADSTONE. 

The dociaion of flladBtoni-, in llm fnco 
of tho roault of tho last Hi itiith goiiurul 
eleotiona, to reaiga tha promierahip ia a 
tardy aad sorrowful Aoknowledgment of 
the defeat whioh he refused to recognise 
in the adverse vote on the honte rule bill. 
Ooming as it has at what oan hardly fail 
to bo nearly the end of a long und — ae 
oonceded by all — a brilliant polittcul 
career, it adda another to the many pre- 
vious example! of the evanescence of 
power and position; and shows by how 
Blender a thread such a great influence- 
acquired by the fruition of years of ei- 

Eerience — as that wielded by England'a 
rat minister, is held. Tho oirounistanoea 
of politica wore auch that in the zenith of 
his fatne Gladstone saw tho retention of 
the liberal party in power imperilled by 
nearly an equality of the oonsorvativeB, — 
while the Iriah members, nothing loth to 
seize the opportunity, were demandinf? 
a reconnitioii of thoir olaimo, hokliiii/ 
forth as a reward to the party willinp; to 
espouse their oauae a foUowiiif; which 
would always ensure a working majority. 
How, in his desperate strait, Gladatoiiu 
grasped at the prospect of thus continu- 
ing to hold the sway of the empire — 
how, having marl sd out hia course, he 
fought 80 fiorc ,y for it with uU that 
energy, ability, oxporiuiice and nloriuenco 
could aomraand — and how the battle lias 
been declared against him, is now a mutter 
of history. Silont to the voice of reaeon, 
blind to tho reaulta of tho falliiciuusneaa of 
the arguments ha was employing, the man 
among many, the man of Iruly groat en- 
dowmema. wna wiUliij,; to barter for a 
short renewal of his louae of power, the 
integrity and welfare i f nn ompire. liut 
all his rhetoric, all thp imnionae weijjht of 
his personal influence, could not turn nor 
stem the torrent of opposition whioh hia 
policy of do.spair evoked. He wagered 
and lost, and, appealing to the country, 
haa heard that decision confirmed. Hut 
*ven thoau whv boUove ihut lha voice of 
the people is the voice of God cannot but 
pity the great statesman whose mnd ad- 
vocacy of an unworkable scheme has |de- 
privod of the highcMt attainable 
position in the lunil. No wonder 
that in looking b.tck over his hnig and 
honorable political career, (iladatoiio

TEE RIGHT OF EXPROPRIA- 
TION. 

Yesterday a deciBiou of vital importimce 
to the C. 1'. K. Co. and the- property hold- 
ers along tho line of the proposed routo 
from Port Moody to Coal Harbor was ron- 
doted by Mr. Justice Gray. The niilwoy 
company deposited lust full with tho pro- 
vinoial government $'250, OUO us a yuaraatee 
that the line between Port Moody and Coal 
Harbor would be ready for operation iu 
December of this year, and they were en- 
deavoring to push forward the work of cou- 
struotion as rapidly aa possible in order not 
to forfeit their deposit, when some property 
holders diaputtd their right to expropriate 
landH aloug tho proposed route for railway 
pnrpoHes without tho cousout of the private 
property owners aud obtained iujunutions 
srom tho suprome court rostraiuiug thu 
company from taking their lauds. 
These injunctions were obtained princi- 
pally upon the grounds that certain for- 
mal proceedings called warrants of pos- 
aeaaiun had not been obtained before the 
company entered upon their lands, and 
farther, that by the company's ch^rer 
they had not the le^al right to obtain 
warrants of posaesaiuu and inoorporate 
lands ilicreunder, aa the charter only 
gave the right to take lands for branch 
lines and not for an extension of tho main 
line. The result of the decision ia to de - 
clare that the proposed line ia a branch 
line and that the company have the right 
to obtain warrauts of poasoabion aud to 
expropriate all lands necessary for tho 
purpose of tho railway construction, 
upon giving! the compooaatlon prescribed 
by tho geotjral railway acta ol the Domi- 
nion. His Lordship wuB uf tho opinion 
that Port Moody having been declared the 
parliamentary terminus, any connect- 
ing line would be a branch 
sad not an extension; and the company 
having the power by their charter to con ' 
struct branch lines they also had, ua in- I 
oident to tho right of construction, tho ■ 
power to expropniito landa fur the pur- 
pose, Formal proceedings will be taken 
at once in all the other oases; the exist- 
ing injunctioni will probably be dissolved 
and the work of oonstruotion proceed 
even more rapidly than before. 

THE UNHOLY OOMPAOT. 

The leader of the opposition and the 
or-meinber for Caasiar have publiahcd 
carda on the alleged unholy compact of 
the opposition with the loaders of the 
workingmen. Mr. Beaven, after stating 
the oiroumetances of the visit of the work- 
ingmen'a repreaentatives to hii bouse and 
detailing tho conversation that then and 
there took place, denies that any agrou 
luont was uiado. Mr. Grant, whoso itch 
tu see his name in print has become 
chronic, declares that no understanding, 
tacit or otherwise, w«a arrived at. jTheso 
atutomenta nre opposirf (• those of Mr. 
Duval, Air. Blaekett and othsra of the 
workingmon who wore present at the in- 
tarvisw at Mr. Bnavcn-s, Giving Mr. 
Heaven tho full bonelit uf liis denial, ia it 
not a little singular that when tho oppo- 
sition made their nominations thoy ac- 
tually placed one (if not two) of the noni- 
iiiating committee of tho workingmen's 
party on tho opposition ticket / Mr. Boa- 
von's account of tho interview shows that 
he failed to give tho deputation a straight- 
forward reply; and that thoy departed 
under tho impression that a two-and-two 
bargain had been made. If, aa some one 
has said, "language was given to man to 
euabUi him to conceal hia tlioughts," Mr. 
Liouven would appear to have niado uae of 
hiB mother-tonguo to aonia advantage, 
when couferriag with Mr. Duval •-.l. al.

Some people aro apt at limua, and upon 
but partial data, lo doubt Canada's agri- 
cultural pre-eminoiice, but very fow will 
(luoation the richnosa and value of her 
tisheries. For many years, when the 
uountrios which now go to make up the 
Dominion, were acattorud, we.ik and littlu 
appreciated portions of the liiiipire, tho 
tisherloa of tho British Atlantic coast 
were regarded aa of peculiar oomniorcial 
and general worth, tjixtecn years ago, 
just after Confederation came into being, 
thu Canadian Miniater of Marine and 
F'laheriea apoke of his charge as a "na- 
tional poB.seaaion of inestimable value," 
and an "inexhaustible field for induatry 
and onterpriao." At tho time their value 
was but 7^ million dollars. .Vfter a de- 
cade had passed it amounted to 14^ mil- 
lion dollars; and now, according to tho 
1885 Fisheries Report, thay reprdsent no 
leas than 17.{ million dollars. And it 
must bo remembered that while thuae 
ligurea include tho impordnit deep -sea 
lishing grnLindH uf thu coasl.i of Nova 
.Scdtiii, Cape Breton, New Brunswick, 
and Prince Kdward Taland, tho exlensivo 
tishories in tho Qiilf of St. Ldwrenco, aa 
well aa the valuable fresh- wi.! or tishories 
of the Maritime Provinces, the Great 
Lal.ea, Manitohii, and liritiah Columbia, 
lliey nujbt iinlurally leavo untouched 
nearly all I he :',I)0IJ milea of aeii edaal in 

eitri'lsii 1 oi.r MBi * 
whiidi are an yet praotically iiiideveloped, 
thuu!/h nn high authority believed tu be 
teouiiiig with u great variety of commer- 
oiul listieu. 

but iiiatnielivo and remarkable as 
iheae ligmea are, wo have jual now even 
greater priutieiil iividunce nf llie worth of 
this induatry. It ia nut for nothing — not 
indeed for little — tliat foreign nations 
havu so tenaciously clung to whatever 
riyht they may have beliovod themaelvoa 
to hold in those fiahcriea. The United 
States would not at this moment be dis- 
playing 31) eager a desire and atrainiiig 
every nerve lo retain tlio uae of their l)ro- 
titabli! iJi'ivilegea, were the nosaeaaion 
one of ordinary value; and for the aaine 
practical roaaon Canada does well to in- 
siat that her neigitboura have a proper 
regard fur the obligations into which they 
have previously entered. 

At tho Colonial exhibitiou, Canada's 
tisheries display oC(Hipiea a space of 8,10(1 
ft. in the West .\reiido. Ueru .Mr. I'liilip 
\ eule, the custodian of the Dominion I'isli- 
cries >tuseuui at Ottawa, has arranged the 
colU.ctiou under his charge so that visitors 
have an yxcelleiil opportunity of renewing 
jind extending tho acquaintance they may 
have formed at tho luteruutioual Fiaheries 
exhibitiou iu 1883 with the products of 
(/auadiaa waters, and their many associat- 
ed industries. The whole exhibit is made 
by tho Dominion government, oud com- 
prises a large nnmber of tlsh preserved in 
alcohol, and orranged in three large glass 
oases, as well us between liOU and -lOU 
stutled speeiinens. .Vmong the stutl'ed apo- 
ciiuens too large for e.\hil)itiou in Ciises, 
some deserve special mention. 'I'he Grecu- 
1,-iiui shark weighing liUU lb., caught in the 
(iuli of St. Lawrence, has peculiariliea of 
akin not found iu other waters, while it is 
a whiilo-eator.

The same can 
bs aaid of tho ghost fish — as much a 
spectre aa a ti.sli can be — and of tho ex- 
cellent speciiiiLin uf the mysterious saa- 
hor.-ii. Muny curiositties may also bo 
seen in the case devoted to invertebrate 
animals connected with tisheries. Tho 
collection of sponges ia worthy of note, 
aa tho product of waters whioh one might 
imagine too cold for such growth; whilo 
close by are the forty long white aholla— 
jjiiii .ji'ii' abulia, aa Cho Indiana of British 
Oulumbiu call them — which roprosenlcd,

On the north aide of the court, thlrtaeu

.SpocinieiiK lit inUHkalhingo fniiii tho Bay 
of Quinie, Ontario, weigh .'iii lbs. and 42 
lbs. reapijclively, though thia tish is 
kniiwn In reaoli as much as fJl) lb. Some 
apeet; led trciul, among theiii the I'ucitic 
red-a|)>itteil trout, are vury line, and oo 
are the lake trout, of whioh largo quan- 
tities may bo found in almost every Can- 
adian river. Of end, the moat important 
of Canada's deop .soa lisheries, a good 
luuiiber arc ahown of the largo, inediuni, 
ui!i! Hmiill sizes; and ninniu; Htiirgeen, the 
sliurl uiLSi^d ."itiirgoou of Luke Ontario, 
and the rare padtilo-nosed sturgeon from 
Lake Huron. The red rook fish from 
Uritiah Columbia must also be noticed, 
for this is, according to good authoritioa, 
one of the finest food liahes of tlio 

I'AOIKIIJ I'llOVINCK, 

I n connect ion with tho fisliories of Can- 
ada Hoiiio interesting dovoluptnonts aro 
now in iirogtiiHn It will not, it is hoped, 
he long liefnri^ a largo amount of the fresh 
water tiah of Canada ia brought to Iho 
English markets in "freezers," inatead of 
in a canned aud pickled state m'al present . 
Li this direction tho salmon alone opens 
lip a great field for untorprise, capecnilly 
now that the Canadian I'acilic railway 
niakoi! the I'acilic fiidierioa available. "In 
tho Colonial markut now one large "freez- 
er" contains fish caught in May, IBSo, in 
Lake Huron, and if, when opened at tho 
oloae of the exhibition, the test |)rove8 
Huccosaful, as it doubtless will, tho possi- 
bilities of an oxpoit trade in tiah in a 
fresh atale are almost unlimited. In 
wliito lisli alao there aro good prospects of 
an export trade, for it forma au oxcullent 
breakfast liah. During the present exhi- 
bition inquirers for it have been numer' 
'Ilia, including among thorn Prince Lucion 
Buonaparte. 

Tho Canadian govorMineul ara, happily, 
quite ulivu to thu importanoo of preaorva- 
tiva maaiurai. Of halcheriss there nra 



thirteen'soat'iered tliiro^bou^^^ 
provinces of the Dominion. Like most 
otlior institutions of this nature, these 
liatohoriea havu boon "cried down" by 
some in Canada; but it is noteworthy 
that the men actually engaged- in . the 
fiabing ■ trades say that tnS fishing 
groanda . would be in a very serious 
state had it liot been lor the. good 
wbrk effected through theaa hatoheriea 
Ju'ing tho last eighteen or nineteen 
years. Indeed, looking at tho Canadian 
fishing induatry generally, there is groat 
reason for hope of continued and ex- 
tended prosperity, though thoro is imtu- 
rally a uood uf correspondingly increased 
caro on the part of those having charge 
of the protection of the fisheries.

He waa told in an ab- 
rujit, way tliiit lie nuiHt pmy for tho 
President, and, to the UHtonishiuent of 
tlio niilitiii, lie ]]roiu])tly det'lared his 
willingneaa to comply with tho order. 
Oil the following Sunday morning hia 
little church was crowded with militia, 
iiR'ii and Oonfedei'ate sympathizers, 
I'ueh tilled with half concealed anxiotv 
{or the day's. rt'HultH. It waa a hot duy 
in .Iniio. Onthido tho church tho horaes 
neighed and whiuuied. Over tho 
square, wooden pulpit the hot breezes 
toyed with the leaves of a hymn book 
which had boon opened ul the ancient 
tune of iilear, In the ameu corner sat 
the otlicenJ of the militia. In the o])po- 
Hite corner uat the vloaoonu of tho con- 
j5r('f,'ation. The white-haired preacher 
was hidden from view behind thu pul- 
pit longer than uaual that morning, 
htit at last the sorvieeH began, and a 
breathless hush foil upon the assembl- 
Hgo u.H it siilftnnly knolt for tho pray- 
er on wliirh the fato of the congrega- 
tion WHS liuiigiiig. 

"(> Lord," Haiti the preacher, break- 
ing tho [iiiiiiful silence that had follow- 
ed his introductory of thanks, "bless 
this waiting congregation. Bless thy 
si.'rviint who shall addre.ss them thi.s 
ilay !ind inuy his word.s be fruitful to 
Thy kingdoni. ( ), Lord, in a special 
inaiuier \\ r piiiy 'I'liy richest hIessingH 
upon the I'rt'bideutl" 

"AinenI" .said the kneeling militia 
olllcera, nudging each other violently, 
whilo great drops of perspiration stood 
upon the foreheads of the deacons.

"Lord''' shouted the preacher famil- 
iarly, wltli sudden aiiiniatiou, "Thou 
knowest whom I mean. I pean Jeffer- 
son Davis!"

When the motion to go into 
ceuunittoflof the whole on the water 
works hvlaw came up, Counoiilor 
Higgins objected, aa it wa» a oriide 
and undigested acheme. He did not like 
the report of Mr. Pickering bocauao no 
figures were given; and he wanted to aee 
Mr. Hendry's (igurca ch(;oked by niio or 
two competent onginoov.a of this city.

So far aa ia known, a aatisfiiclory »r- 
rangutneiit has not been made by the 
company with the Port Moody jjioporty 
owners who aucured injunctions against 
the railway being constructed through 
their land. The prices asked for it by 
them is something bordering on a small 
fortmie per aoro, and tho CDiiipany will 
lofiiHo to piiy it. A parly of eiinineiu-.s 
have surveyed a line along tho iiriinette 
creek and Hurnaby lake, ami liavo se- 
cured an easy route, connecting with thu 
main line eaat of the Hastings null. 
Should the Port Rfoodyitea continue to 
inipoae thoir present demanda, itis un-

A number of briok buildings are in 
course of construction, the first brick 
front in the city being that of the Home 
block, on Cordova atreot, on tho C. P. I!, 
property. A . briok building ia being 
erected un Hastings stritiei by tho C P. H. 
authoritiua, in which the Bank of Mon- 
treal will locate as soon ua it ia finished. 
In spite of the tiro acare building is still 
in rapid progreaa, principally in tho 
wo.itorn portion. Tho city ia iiot yet one 
of comfort, nor does it preaent an in- 
viting aspect with its burnt aurfuoe and 
felled timber, but a wonderful change liaa 
boon elfectod since the fire, and a ciuplu 
of montha more will exhibit as great 
Thu whole of the C P. R property will 
be burned and grubbed.

To 
tho right, when looking toward thia 
charming buat, is the portrait of PaU 
meraton whoa ha waar>f ifime Minister, 
and on the left is that of Earl Russell 
when well advanced in years. Turning 
one's t)aok upon those portraits, one 
Bees from the opposite side facing Pal- 
merston the portrait of the Marquis of 
Westminster, wearing tho robes and 
insignia of a Knight- of the:Garter, 
while a portrait of Daniel O'Oonnell 
faces that of Earl Kussell. One of the 
other two sides is graced with por- 
traits of Lord Saye and Hele iiud Mr. 
Denison, and between tliem, on u higli 
pedestal, is a marble bu.st of Mr. (Had 
stone. On the oppofiiie side the por- 
trait of Macaulay faces those of J-ord 
Saye and Sole, and the portrait of the 
Right.Hon. 0. P. Villiers faces that of 
Mr. Denison. The bust of .Mr. Cilud 
stone and portrai! of Mr. N'illiers lias 
been specially exeinptc.l from the rule 
that no member of the club is to be 
honored with a place in its gallery of 
busts and portraits during his lifetime. 
Within the hall |)roper and at each of 
its four corners are t he mnrble busts of 
Ciomwell :iud Hrougliani, of Cobdeii 
and Paliner.stoii, the buHt of Ptdniers- 
ton rf;[)n!SOiUiiii,' hiiu us liR appeareil 
at that stage in his career wlieii he 
bore without objection or repininj^ tlic 
nicknaine of "Oupid." In the gallery 
on the first lloor tiie portrait of Earl 
Cirey, tho Premier in tlio tirst Reform 
Administration, is tlanked by tlio.se of 
the Earl of L)urliuni and of Lord 
Sydenham and Toronto, the latter be- 
ing the only English Peer who bears a 
title borrowed from an English colony. 
In a niche close at hand is a bust of 
Daniel O'Oonnell. A bu.si of Hamp 
den separates the portraits of I'Aiward 
Ellice, tho orginator of tlio club, from 
that of Oobden, one of its j,'reate.st or- 
naments. The portrait of tlie l)uke of 
Sussex, the most accomplished and lib- 
eral member of the royal .family, is in 
the centre of another side of the gal- 
lory, while that of the third Lord Hol- 
land immediately adjoins it, the Lord 
Holland upon whom JIacaulay passed 
a splendid eulogiuui, and whoso own 
noble ambition was to do nothing to 
disgrace his position as the nephew of 
Charles James Fox and the friend of 
Charles, Earl Clrey. The portrait of 
Brougham fills a space near which 
there is a vacancy that may soon be 
filled with the portrait of the lamented 
W. E. Forster. On the .same floor the 
marble bust of Charles James Fox 
stands in one room, that of Milton in 
another, whilo tho portraits of the Earl 
of Dalhousie and Bernal Osborne hang 
on the wall of a third. A vacant space 
between Oobden and tho Duke of Sus 
sex could not bo more ap[)ropriately 
filled than with the ])ortruit of John 
Bright. Returning to the ground floor 
the portrait of. Tbaokeray, an early 
member of the club, bangs on the walls 
of a room there between Jthe busts of 
two other esteemed members of the 
club and ardent reformers, Charles Dul- 
ler and Sir William Molesworth. Nor 
have reformers on the other side of tho 
Atlantic been forgotten. In a small re- 
ception room there is a large bronze 
medallion showing the profiles of 
Washington, Lincoln and-. Grant, and 
below is a fac simile of Declaration of 
Independence. Several omissions may 
be noted. Chief among them is the ab- 
sence of a bust or portrait of Viscount 
Melbourne, who was a member of the 
club from its foundation till his death 
and who as the Queen's first Prime 
Minister rendered special service both 
to her and the State. The philosophical 
Radical and famous historian, George 
Grote has been forgotten, while Sir 
William Molesworth, his fellow-labor 
er in the same field of politics has 
been remembered. From the beginning 
of the club fill now it has numbered 
among its members the principal con- 
ductors and editors of the Liberal [)r('.-i.H 
in London and throughout the coun- 
try. No bust or portrait of any of these 
notable men is to be aem in the club- 
house, yet seme of them, such as the 
late Mr. Russell of the Scotsman, and 
the late Mr. Delane of the Times, well 
merited l&nd posthumous honor which 
tho club can heatoyr.—NineUenth C^n 
luri/.
